| From many standpoints 1905.may be regarded 
as a “record” year and as far ahead of avy 

receding. The gross valne of the trade was 


k. Tls. 443,954,262, and the net value-Hk. 
Ts. 176,979,193, showing increase of 39 and 314 
million; taels reapectively over the 190+ totals ; 
and this result_is the more satisfactory as serious 
forces militsied against a prosperous season, viz., 
the war which during the greater part of the 
year raged ia the North, the boycott against 
goods of American provenance, and the dis- 
astrous flood of the lst September —It was only 
onthe jist August that news arrived of negotia- 
tionabaving taken a favourable turn and that the 
Treaty of Peace was on ,the point of being 
signed. Unfortn2ately, gne of ,the clauséa 
inserted in the Protocol—*‘ maritime captures 
shall not be suspended pending the coming into 
force of the Treaty of Peace “ (that is, fur a 
further period of 50 days)—did not allow 
shipments of cargo to take place until late in the 
season and when winter was nearly athand. As 
soon as the Treaty was ratified and the coast 
clear, shiploads. of provisions and foodstuffs of 
all kinds were sent from here, and it is said that
